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Ten Candidates Seek Council Seats 


Ten candidates have filed for 
three seats on the Placentia City 
Council, vying in an election to be 
decided on April 13. 

The voters at that time will choose 
a majority of their governing body 
members. 

Only one incumbent, Mayor Pro 
Tem Michael Callahan will seek 
reelection but current Mayor Robert 
Lyons will be the sole person 
contending for the post of city 
treasurer. Treasurer for the past 16 
years has been Raymond Pound, 
who declined to file. 

Council candidates soliciting 
approval of the voters, in 
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Council Eyes 
City's Older 
Sections 


A possibility that older sections of 
Placentia will require some type of 
rehabilitation, was discussed in- 
formally by city council members 
and staff following last week's city 
council meeting. 

The problem of ‘‘dilapidated”’ 
housing was brought up in a budget 
report by Barry Hogan, the city’s 
acting planning division head. 

Referring to the Santa Fe area, 
Hogan advised: ‘‘The area is going 
to continue to decay unless the city 
steps in and_ does some 
redevelopment.”’ 

The areas isolated for concern 
were Santa Fe, Atwood and La Jolla. 
Hogan spoke in favor of some type of 
self help developments such as the 
homes built partially by residents 
themselves in the Atwood area. 

Councilman Jack Gomez pointed 
out that in some older sections of the 
city this might not be _ practical 
because houses were mostly rented 
and the owners do not live on the 
premises and therefore would not be 
interested in that type of project. 

‘I'm not much in love with 
redevelopment,’’ Gomez stated. 
‘There are new methods to upgrade 
areas that are faster and more 
economical than redevelopment. 
There is low interest financing and 
outright grants to upgrade city 
blocks.”’ 

Councilmen recommended a 
planning department study in an 
effort to assess the needs of the 
areas involved. 


Library Cards 


The Placentia Library District will 
institute a new policy concerning 
library cards on Tuesday, February 
17, 1976. 

New applicants will be required to 
pick up their permanent library 
cards. In the past the Placentia 
Library has mailed the permanent 
cards, but rising postage has made 
this a costly procedure. Any patron 
with a card or order before February 
17, 1976 will receive his card 
through the mail if not picked up at 
the library. 

Patrons who have not picked up 
their permanent card within one 
year from the application date will 
be required to reapply.

All completed filing their 
nomination papers by the noon 
Tuesday deadline. 

Prospective candidates who had 
taken out official papers but decided 
not to make the race include Wally 
Curl, principal of Ruby Drive 
Elementary School who felt that the 
job might be too time consuming 
along with his other duties; Edward 
Houston, also active in a number of 
city efforts; Rollin O’Connell and 
Benjamin Sargent. 

Few of the candidates have as yet 
issued platforms on major issues but 


some have committed themselves to 
voting positions in their service to 
the city in other capacities. 
Callahan, Bircher and Rashford 
have voted in opposition to the 
specified route selected for the 
widening of Chapman Avenue and 
Holt has been active in efforts to 
save the Bradford House, an item 
which will also be placed before 
voters on the April 13 ballot. 
Callahan has indicated a continu- 
ing interest in eliminating the utility 
tax and a campaign for economics in 
government. Among Callahan sup- 


porters listed are Albert S. 


Bradford, Councilman and Mrs. 
George De Jesus; J.C. Campbell II, 
Jack Scarpa, with whom Callahan 
has had differences in the past and a 
business partner of Scarpa’s Frank 
Szalwinski and Planning Commis- 
sioner William Beggerly and Mrs. 
Beggerly. Both Campbell and 
Beggerly have contributed to the 
Callahan campaign. 

Campbell also has_ signed 
Rashford’s papers, along with Lee 
Van Gorden and Ollie Weaver. 

Signing Virginia Farmer’s forms 
are Library Trustees Alfred Aguirre, 
Irene Czaplinski, Kathryn Mc- 


Knight and Victor Michel for a clean 
sweep of the library board. Current 
city Treasurer Raymond Pound and 
former Fire Chief James Sims are 
other signers. 

On Bolger’s ‘application are 
Beautification Commissioners 
James Eyre and Donald Stogsdill as 
well as Mayor Robert Lyons and 
Mrs. Lyons. Vic Michel’s name also 
appears along with Marvin Reid. 

Leland Castner’s name appears 
on the legal limit of three supported

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Powell Gets Big Boost In Pay 


An additional 10 per cent raise in 


/pay, boosted Placentia City 


Administrator Edwin Powell’s 
annual stipend to $37,404 last week, 
(plus the city’s generous fringe 
benefits,) to make him the highest 
paid administrator in an Orange 
County city the size of Placentia with 
the exception of industrially-rich 
Irvine. 


The raise, apparently sought by 
Powell for several months, came on 
a sharply divided 3 to 2 city council 
vote. 

The boost apparently makes 
Powell the highest paid public figure 
in the city of Placentia, topping even 
Superintendent of Schools of the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
John O. Tynes by $100 or so a year. 


PUSD Board Defers 
Hot Smoking Issue 


With three school board members 
speaking strongly against the 
concept and a handful of students 
and parents appearing on _ its 
support, designated smoking areas 
on campuses of the high schools of 
the Placentia Unified School District 
was shifted back to staff Monday 
night. 

Decision on the controversial 
subject apparently will not be made 
until Superintendent of Schools 
John O. Tynes concludes conferen- 
ces with the area’s three high school 
principals before returning it to 
board vote. 

Designated smoking areas on 
campus were first brought to the 
attention of the board by student 
spokesmen from the high schools, 
some of whom were present Monday 
night. 

Previous concern of the students 
was for an ‘‘open campus’’ giving 
them the right to leave school 
grounds during their lunch period. 


City Attorney Might Move 


A proposal from Charles J. Post 
III, City Attorney of Placentia and a 
Councilman in Hermosa Beach, that 
he move his office into Placentia’s 
City Hall, was placed on the city 
council agenda last week but 
removed before it was discussed. 

Post, in a letter to the council, 
suggested that he spend half of his 
time, or 20 hours a week for a 
‘uniform monthly fee of $2,000 plus 

e ‘fringes’.”’ 

‘For this sum I would handle all 
the legal affairs of the city including 
what are now termed extraordinary 
services. I believe the preventive

law approach would reduce the need 
for special counsel and would 
decrease expense,’ Post explained. 

‘| would further propose to move 
my office into the Placentia City 
Hall. | have office furniture and a 
secretary who is willing to work with 
me at Placentia for 20 hours or 2'2 
days per week for $500 per month,” 
Post continued. 

Post now receives $1,000 a month 
for regular services to the city of 
Placentia plus extra fees for any 
court appearances. His services now 
run close to $20,000 a year, Frank 
Dunnavant, Director of Finance

estimates. 

Post explained: ‘‘Many decisions 
with serious legal implications are 
made without benefit of counsel. 
The City Attorney often finds 
himself acquainted with a problem 
only after it has reached a stage 
where litigation is imminent. He 
often starts his task when it is 
necessary to ‘pick up the pieces’.”’ 

‘‘Lawsuits are expensive and 
time-consuming, and while no city 
can avoid them altogether, they 
should be kept to a minimum.” 

“If the amount of ‘preventative

the PUSD Board Monday night 
followed a survey of parents on the 
subject, suggested at the Trustees 
last hearing of the problem. 

Dr. Marvin Stewart, Acting 
Assistant Superintendent of Instruc- 
tional Services for PUSD, reported 
Monday night that 14,000 question- 
naires on the smoking area policy 
had been mailed to parents for a

Tynes supervises a $15 million 
corporation of 21 schools in a 35 
square mile area. 

Powell’s new income, which went 
up from $36,044 a year, compares 
with a $29,496 maximum salary paid 
in Seal Beach, a city of 27,500 
population and Tustin’s $30,000 
with 28,000 residents. 

Two cities in which the salary is 
almost as high or higher with a lower 
population are Brea which pays a 
maximum of $37,152 for °23,500 
population and Irvine, $38,496 for a 
city of 22,500. 

Placentia is roughly seven square 
miles with 30,000 population. 

There was no indication by the 
three councilmen voting for the raise 
that it is a maximum amount or the 
top of the scale. 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
and Councilman George De Jesus 
strongly objected to the hearty 
boost. 

Councilman De Jesus started: 
“I’m not about to divulge what 
transpired in the executive sessions 
per se, but at various times we have 
had discussions. I would like to 
reiterate some of the points of vicw 
suggested by certain councilmen.

A preliminary report from the 
chairman of the Educational 
Facilities Planning Committee of the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
moved one step nearer to decisions 
Monday night concerning two school 
boundary change disputes which 
have brought out record numbers of 
parents in protest. 


The committee report made 
before the regular board meeting of 
PUSD Trustees still leave the two 
controversies unsettled. 


The boundary changes if they go 
into effect, will concern some 
students from the Sierra Vista badly 
overpopulated and nearby Brook- 
haven Elementary School with 
excess room. The Van_ Buren 
question concerns insufficient room 
in both Bernardo Yorba Junior High 
School and Esperanza High.

the Sierra Vista area be diverted into 
Brookhaven and that Van Buren 
students be bused to Kraemer 
Junior High School and Valencia 
High School. 

Ruth Leonard, chairman of the 
EFPC in a report to PUSD Trustees 
Monday night gave an accounting of 
the recent vote by the committee 
concerning Sierra Vista. Of the 30 
member committee, ten were in 
attendance and the vote was a seven 
to three in favor of shifting the 
boundaries 

A committee minority report 
given by Barbara Williams, PTA 
President of Sierra Vista and a 
member of the committee made 
different recommendations to the 
school board. 

‘‘There were four reasons against 
the majority recommendations,’’ 
Mrs. Williams stated. ‘‘An esta- 
blished neighborhood should not be 
forced out of its elementary school 
because of a new housing tract,’’ she 
began. 

‘One street has had a history of 
being moved several times. Third. 
The facilities of the two schools, 
Sierra Vista and Brookhaven are 
quite different... Brookhaven having 
open and Sierra Vista a closed 
classroom concept.”’

listed is that the proposed boundary 
change may not really prevent 
overcrowding at Sierra Vista. 
Enrollment at the school now is 698. 
Children from the new housing 
tracts could be as many as 180, 
making an estimated new enroll- 
ment total of 828 children. Sierra 
Vista’s capacity is 740. 
- The boundaries would still be 
changed but children of families 
going to Sierra Vista this year would 
be able to present a written request 
to keep their children at Sierra Vista. 
Any new move-ins in the area 
would attend Brookhaven. Even- 
tually this would mean that the 
boundaries would be changed but 
more gradually. New housing tracts 
would enter Sierra Vista until its 
capacity is full then after that they 
would have to be placed on the space 
available waiting list, Mrs. Williams

Seventeen per cent responded 
with 1,305 no votes tallied and 391 in 
favor of the concept. 

The parent survey represented 
responses from 1,283 elementary 
children’s parents; 382 junior high 
and 1,046 senior high. The level 
returning the questionnaire was 
highest from high school parents 
with 25 per cent responding to the 
survey. 

Trustee Jean Pappas led the 
board discussion with ‘‘I’m 
impressed by the number of very 
carefully written letters from people 
who obviously care very much and I 
certainly think we need to listen to 
those people who care very much. 

“I personally don’t think that 
designating a smoking area is going 
to remedy the bathroom situation 
and I think that we do need a remedy 
there and I think it is time to figure 
out or beef up our surveillance 
problem. I think it is just adding fuel 
to the fire having an area for 
students to smoke in.”’ 

Board member John Press 
somewhat echoed Mrs. Pappas’ 
statements. ‘‘I think that the most 
impressive single thing is the fact 
that we have almost unanimous 
feeling within the district concern- 
ing the abuse that is now going on 
virtually all of the campuses in terms 
of the use to which the restrooms are 
being put.’’ (Students have 
complained of large numbers of 
smokers).

our high schools are being placed in 
a situation they find distasteful to 
them.”’

Dr. William Yates, president of 
the board quoted an article he had 
read by the president of the 
American Cancer Society. 

In other states, Yates quoted, 
where smoking areas have been 
tried, some schools have already 
been forced to rescind that policy 
because the restroom problem was 
not relieved and vandalism did not 
decrease. 
decrease. 

‘‘What these young people are 
doing, is laying the groundwork for 
disease and possible death as early 
as middle age,’’ Yates reported the 
article. ‘‘The last thing they need is 
official sanction and encouragement 
from those who are supposed to be 


teaching them habits of good 
health. 
‘“‘The new law (California 


legislature) has deleted all reference 
to age. Twelve-year-olds could 
smoke with impunity in high school

The City Council of tive City of Placentia does ordain that Sections 2.36.010, 
2.36.050, and 2.36.070 of Chapter 2.36 of Title 2 of the Placentia Municipal Code are 
amended and shall read in full as follows 

2.386.010 Intent and Purpose 

(a) It is the intent of the City Council in enacting this Chapter to piace realistic and 
enforceable limits on the amount individuals may contribute to political campaigns 
in municipal elections as well as limit the amount which a candidate can expend on 
his campaign to be elcted to municipal office for the purpose of preventing the 
exercise by campaign contributors of potential undue or improper influence over 
elected officials and to insure against a candidate being elected to office based 
primarily on the amount he expended on his campaign. The City Council finds that 
municipal elections are municipal affairs and consequently a charter city is not 
preempted by general state law from requiatina expenditures in local elections 

(b) This Chapter is a supplemental regulation to the Political Reform Act of 1974 
as permitted by California Government Code Section 81013. ——— 

(c) This Chapter requires the filing of certain state code forms modified to reflect 
additional information described in this Chapter. The purpose of the modified forms 
is to allow a single form which will satisfy the requirements of both the City and 
State 

2.36.050 Campaign Statement 

(a) Statements Required. Each candidate for municipal public office shall file as a 
public record with the City Clerk three verified statements at times hereinafter 
required. Such filing shali supplement, those filings required by California 
Government Code Sections 81000 to 91000. Such statements shall list required 
contributions and the final statement shall list ali total expenditures occurring 
during a campaign for municipal public office 

(b) Campaign Statement Contents 

(1) Each campaign statement shali contain the following contributions 

(A) Made by a candidate to his own campaign, including date made and 
amount, 

(B) Made by named persons if the arnount is ten dollars ($10.00) or more 
name of the contributor, address, amount and date made; 

(C) Made anonymously if the amount is ten dollars ($10.00) or more, 
including date made and amount 

(2) The final campaign statement shall 

(A) Itemize expenditures in detail giving the person to whom paid, amount 
paid and for what purpose; 

(B) If the total campaign expenses do not exceed two hundred dollars 
($200.00), the candidate may file a declaration under penalty of perjury certifying 
that less than two hundred dollars ($200.00) was expended and no detailed 
statement is then required; 

(C) Times for filing shall be as follows 

(i) Forty (40) days prior to the election. The closing date for this statement 
shall be forty-three (43) days prior to the election 
(il) Twelve (12) days prior to the election 
statement shall be (15) days prior to the election 
(ili) Sixty-five (65) days after the election, the closing date for this 
statement shall be fifty-eight (58) days after the election 
2.36.070 Emergency Clause 

The Ordinance codified herein shall take effect as an emergency measure 
immediately upon its adoption by the City Council in that the Ordinance codified 
herein is necessary for the preservation of the public peace, health or safety, and the 
Ordinance codified herein relates directly to an election. This Chapter creates 
serious, overlapping obligations for public officials and those running for public 
office and the immediate election to be held requires that public officials and those 
running for office be given notice of the effect of this measure
